Japan is making strennons efferts to develop 
a fighting strength as great as that olany foreign 
Power, both on land and sea, and fy devoting 
special attention and spending specially large 
sums far the baliding of warships, It {s of dire 
tinct Importance to European siatesmen to 
bavo an accurate [dead of Janan's real fighting 
strangth, for, though she might not single-handed 
tackle any first-class Powsr, she would te an 
important ally and a valuable dcenmion of 
strength In a general me/de In the East. In 
the Llactung negotiations there wasawild ut. 
cry among some of the {ntensely loyal Japanera 
toa fight Russie, and even to fight all the Powers, 
The Government wisely curbed the oulbreak -of 
feeling, and the danger pasted.
